INTEREST OF RACING LEGISLATION. 



Officials of Tri-Statc Fair Association, Who Aie 
Taking Initiative, Believe Request for Trial of 
Fari-Mutuel System Will Be Granted. 



St. Limis, Mo., .Taii’iary It*. — Josonli A. Murphy, 
K»*iu*ral manager of the Universal Exposition, has 
r»a«*ive<l an invitation to ino«*t a number of |>romim*ut 
breeders and fair piMrjde of tue State of Tennessee 
at a eonference to Ik* held at Nashville in the m*«i- 
future. 

Uresident A. L. Parker, of the Tii-State Fair at 
M<>mphis, is at tlie head of a movement to revive 
racing in the State of Tt'imessc^*, under the pari- 
mutuel system. 

The Trl State Fair, which is held on the grounds 
of the famous Moiitgoniery l‘ark, is owned and man- 
ag»Ml*lty the citiz«ns of Memphis and is not subsi- 
dy'll by the state. 

VVliile the fair is a success, tliere is a general de- 
luaml for a high-class race meeting to help pay the 
tlxetl charges of the plant and for the puri»ose of 
expanding it. 

The sentiment against racing in Tennessee has 
die<l out to a great extent ami the fair association 
<»tticials think their request for a two-years trial 
under the pari-mutuel system will Ik* granted. 

"I have written that I will try to attend,” said 
.ludge Murphy. ”1 believe that racing, properly 
conducted, will once more l)ecome one of the great 
siKrt-ta of tire people, and nothing w<Mild give me 
greater oleasure than to aid in its revival in Ten- 
in*ss4‘e; but 1 am so busy getting a big fair to- 
gether for the city, that I have but little time to 
think <*f racing. When General Jackson had Belle 
.Meatle. and tUiarles K»‘(m 1. Fairview. Tenness»*e was 
one of the greatest brefMling states in the union. 
Charles Reed paid $100,000 for St. Blaise at the dis- 
persal sale of the elder August Belmont, and some of 
the most famous horses of history were ivared in the 
bhie grass s»*ction of Teiim'ssee.

Douglas Fark Kanagcment Asks to Be Included in 
Froposed Novel Kentucky Stake Event. 



N<‘w York. January 10. — Visiting in New York is 
Johnson \. Camden, nienil)cr of the Kentucky State 
Racing Coniniission. which is in c-outrol of racing in 
that state, and has governe<l so well the sport never 
Itefore was in so flourishing a c«mdition there as it 
now is. Many of the rules adopttnl by the commis- 
sion were sugg»*sted by Mr. Cannlen. whose father 
was om*e Unitcal Statt*s Senator from West Virginia. 
For nearly eighteen years Mr. Camden has carried 
on a breeding and racing stud in Kentucky. He is 
the owner of Helios, a tirst-class gelding that is 
likely to go to the iM>st favorite for the Kentucky 
Ib rby, of 1913. 

Mr. Camden will leave for Bermuda on Saturday 
in company with his family. T«lay he spoke of his 
pro|H)sed Triple t’rown Stake to Ik* run over th.: 
tracks in Kentucky under the juri.sdiction of th* 
commission. Mr. Camden’s original suggesti«»n pro 
vided for a stake to l»e raced for at L<*xington. 
Churchill Downs and Latonia, at different distanci*s. 
graded to suit the time of year, and for prizes which 
the winners of each ract* would find worth comi>et- 
ing for; but if no one horse should win all three 
races in any year one thinl of the prize money, 
which would b«* retained in cusbaly of the Kentuck.v 
State Racing Commission ami invested in safe se 
curl ties, wotdd Ik* addcKl to a foundation stake, which 
in live years might amount to more than $5<MKK>, 
and hence would Ik* the most valuable stake in exlsit- 
ence on the Auierican C(»ntlnent, 

“Since I first conceive<l the idea.” said Mr. Cam- 
d*ii. “the management of the Douglas Park track 
at Louisville has re(pn*sted me to include that 
course in the circuit, making four Kentucky tracks 
at which the* stake is to la* run. if adopted. In that 
«ase I would change the title from Triple Crown to 
the Quadruple Stake. You understand, of course, 
that it must l»e an exceptional horse that could win 
the stake at all f<»ur tracks, beginning at lK*xingtou 
in the s|>ring ami concluding possibly at Douglas 
Park in September. Such a horse would have to 
win at a mile and an eighth at I>*xingtoti in the 
sfiring ami r^essibly at two and a half miles at La- 
teiila »»r Douglas Park lu September. He W(»uld hate 
I** take up ra*nalties if he won at Lexington, and If 
he won the others of the series and also won the 
last of them his pi'iialty would Ik* so high as to 
stamp him the champion of his .vear. and hence 
would be highly desirable, if a stallion, to breed to,"

Flying F«*et, turned out to be tlie chief money earner and quite 
a go(Ml record he made. I^eopold raced w-ell early in the year and near its close Lackrose gave practical 
indication.s in racing at Juarez of retuniing to gooil form, a circumstance meaning considerable to tlie stable.

JOCKEY GANNON VISITING HIS OLD HOME. 



New Orleans. La., January 16. — Jockey Willie 
Gannon, a native of this city, who has won fame 
and fortune in the saddle, has returned home to 
visit with his parents. .Mr. and Mrs. E, D. Gannon. 
24*24 Napoleon avenue, for the first time since PKMi. 
He will be remembered b.v old-time racing followers 
as the winner of the Crescent Cit.v Derby on Sam 
Hildreth’s Witfull in 190.3, and as one of the leading 
jockeys of the country that .vear. 

‘‘Still riding? Well, you lict I am,” said Gannon 
last night. “I was for eighteen months in Russia 
and Germany and fourteen months in Australia 
accepting mounts. I have signed « contract to ride 
for Baron Von Graft in .Vustria during the coming 
season for a $10,000 salary, and this looks pretly 
good, although it isn’t as much as I formerly 
earne<l.” 

Gannon, smiling regretfully as he recalled the 
“good old days'” when racing flourished here and 
attracliKl thousands of ideusiire seekers every winter. 
He thought it simply shameful that racing is now 
tabooed at New Orleans. Memphis and Little Ro«-k. 
wliere he had hLs early beginnings and where he 
earned thousands of dollars b.v his skilful riding. 

His new employer. Baron Von GraH. formerly 
had the famous Fred Taral a.s regular jockev. Taral 
has retired and is now- training for Baron 8chles- 
singer. Gannon makes 117 jionnds without much 
dilHcnlty and, while he admits the life of a jockey 
Is no continual round of pleasure, he l.K>ks the pic- 
ture of lM*fllth and says he feels go<Kl for many nu>re 
years of riding. 

Gannon is thirty-nine .years old and explains his 
gcKMl condition by saying he never drank anv al 
coholic beverages and uever smoked cigarettes.
